2. After you pull them, "mark or track as weeded" in Destiny for your records and ours. 

3. If you have questions, reach out to us or your Principal. 


4. We have a reconsideration policy in the board policy manual. If a parent feels like there is an issue with an item, they can 
complete the form and submit it to the Principal for review.
